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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the lack of "tattooing of the skin" in an ulcerative lesion) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993) In response to Applicant's assertion that the Gentian 
Violet must be used in the correct volumes so as to not impede absorption of exudate, Shanbrom teaches that a trace of glycerin left in the 
PVA (sponge/pad) can help maintain softness and improve future water uptake when the material is dried (column 3, lines 42-47). The 
improvement of future water uptake would be inclusive of watery exudate from a wound. Applicant's arguments regarding proposed 
amendments are moot since the proposed amendments require new consideration and new search. It is noted that proposed limitation now 
requires the specific volumes of glycerine, water and sponge; therefore, new search is deemed necessary. 
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
